The dial on my S-19R is engraved. I can't tell from the photo if 
yours is the same. If so the engraving can be refilled. 

The surface of the dial looks like German Silver or something 
Similar. Be very careful cleaning it because it will come off or 
dissolve in many cleaners. I would stick to soap and water. 

The pointer can be replaced. Its probably celluloid which yellows 
with age and will also crumble if cleaned with water. Art supply stores 
have plastic sheet of the right thickness and may be able to suggest 
methods of cutting it. The line is engraved and filled. You can do that 
with a carbide scribing tool from the hardware store. That may be useful 
for cutting the plastic as well.
